Tlie employes 
mpst try to get their wages up as 
hi^ as powble in order to main¬ 
tain any kind of a citizenship and 
give their children a half way de¬ 
cent chance. Here is the class con¬ 
flict. 

. The other day some charity 
workers in New York Gty met to 
consider the question of pntting i ^ 
some clieap hotels in order to pre 
vide ho«nes for and to shield from 
temptation the hordes of $3 a week 
shop and department store girls. 
They tEscossed the qnestson without 
gkwes, we ara pleased to say, and 
decided that it wasn't wise to build 
such bolris. Why? Simpiv be¬ 
cause it would increase tte number 
of the underpaid ^Is. It would 
reduce the wages of the others. The 
enqiloyen could then say to their 
female employes “Three dollars a 
week it enough for you to live on” 
If girls could live on $3 a week 
there would be more of them apply 
for the $3 jobs.

T he Social-IX'inocratic {tarty is the American {xtlitical expres¬ 
sion of tlie international movement of the modern working class 
for better foixl, better houses, sufSciciit sleep, more leisure, 
more education, and more culture. 

Under the present system, society is rapidly dividing into two 
classes; the ricli and tlic {xxjr, the capitalist class and the prole¬ 
tariat. The one toils without enjoying, the other enjoys without 
toiling.

Tlie final aim of the Social-Democratic party is the emancipa¬ 
tion of the producers and the abolition of the capitalistic system. For 
(hat puipose, we organize the producing classes in city and country 
into a (xilitical party to take control of the {xiwcrs of goveminciiL 
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This book, although scarcely dry from the press, has been ado|>tcd 
as a text book by Qilumbia University. 
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The n»st dwracterislic exjtrcssion of the present economic sys¬ 
tem is the trust and the ritonopoly. 

Electricity, steam, and many modem inventions have struck the 
death blow at production on a small scale. Competition has wifted 
out competition, rnxliiction on a large scale makes monopoly a 
necessary conditioTi. The trust and the mono|x>ly are here, whether 
we with it or not. The only question is whether they shall be 
public or private r'-mopolies.' 

Private iiiono|Hiiy is a curse to the nation. Thus we 
see the coal trust making untold millions out of the sufferings 
of the poor, the oil (rust piling the greatest fortune the wond 
has ever seen npoii the ruin of innumerable small dealers aivl in de¬ 
fiance of aU laws and courts of justice, the meat trust sending 
thousands of uusu-ixrting human beings to an early grave by selling 
diseased meat to make dividends and heap up millions'.Similar 

statements coup) tr proven against all the other {rusts. 

Therefore-the ‘locial-Democratic party demands that the oroduc- 
tion of this coqnU:- shall be taken away from the contro' of a small 
nitmlxr of irr«ll|lnn-iblc mcii whose only aim is to eiqtloit us to the 
last limit of_ont'gn''i:rancc, without regard to human hfe or wdfare.

Official High Finance. 

Now we arc going to have (iros- 
pc-rity in great hig chunks. The 
money kings of Wall street will 
unite and form one huge miiumai 
bank to rival tlie liank of Fiiglaiid 
and control the money markets of 
the world. This great money syn¬ 
dicate docs ’not pro{)osc to create 
any wealth; it w'ill not ral-w: any 
potatoes, make coats 01 Iniild 
houses, but by controlling llw 
nxiney of the world will confiscate 
the major jiart of all wealth that 
latxir produces. 

. These money sharks use force, 
and that force is the owncr.>-hip of 
our free government.

The Iroponaace of a Good Local 
Secretary. 

Long exprrienoe has taught tis 
that one of the most vitally im¬ 
portant matters in the work of the 
Social-Democratic party is a gtxxl 
secretary. If your k cal has a good 
secretary, your local will grow and 
flourish, if any such thing is pos¬ 
sible. If your secretary is negli¬ 
gent, or cardess, your local will be 
like a potato plant in a cellar — it 
will have a mighty hard time grow¬ 
ing, and quite Itoly what it pro¬ 
duces will be pretty "small pota¬ 
toes." 

In many cases the failure of 
promising locals is due almost en¬ 
tirely to the siirole carelessness of 
the secretary. 'The state organizer 
sends a ve^ important letter to the 
local. It is addressed to the svC- 
retary. Frequently he is careless 
and the letter never reaches the 
comrades. It should be read to 
them in the meetings . And if there 
are no nwcJngs, then the secretary 
should hand the letter around as 
mtsch as possible. At all events, 
if the k)c» doon’t know what is 
gwng on in the state work it will 
of coarse drop 'wt of luse and die.

And 
Wmetimes — and very often, in¬ 
deed — we have to send an or¬ 
ganizer. Tliis would not be so, if 
every local had a grxid secretary.. 

When we are sending an or-i 
ganizer or ' sp«kcr. through the 
state, we have to know promptly 
if a local exiKCts to use him. When 
a rcfcrenduin is 'sent out, every 
comrade .should voU'. All the sec¬ 
retary need* to do is tn call a meet¬ 
ing. If no other way let him send

1 ialniers comitany 
was clC'Sfte<l with Judge QuirJr- hir several hours 
last Saturday afternoon, aiidiwii of this jiHvate con¬ 
ference issued one of the most sweeping labor in- 
junctirms ever given out by a ^idgc. 

It was against the strikaig .Mulders of this 
cits', whose eondnet of their strike has Ijeen so or¬ 
derly and in every way so praisr-worthy. 

The injunction, which ic to run to July 6, when 
it is iiroiKJserl to uiakc it permanent, forbids the un¬ 
ions from picketing the foundries concerned in the 
strike, from |M-rsuading the men. and so on. 

The "joke" of the tiling is that it was this very same Judge 
Quarles who some time ago gave it out to the press that he did not 
projiose to issue any ex-jarte labor injunctions, lie meant that the 
ixrrsons sought to lie cnjoineil shoulil have the right to be heard 
wlicii ail injunction was sought by employers. 

Hut that was some time ago. Since tlicn .c-'ijiiuilisin lias issued 
its roinmands—anrl capitalism has its own idea^ of what federal 
judges are for. Ever since the infamous Judge Jerkins U.sued bis 
celebrated injunction in the Northern I’acific strike ae aallv F(.)RBID- 
ni.VG THE -MEN EKtiM QUITTl.NG WORK, •^pitalism has 
known'■» here it was at" so far as its cinploymciit oi the federal 
courts was concerned. If capitalistic cunning could make use of the 
courts of the land as a club to force twelve thousand men to stay at 
work against their will in why cannot the stiiiie jiowcr be made 
use of to prevent men on strike from accpiainting nwii brought here 
to lake their |>laccs of the fact that their strike is a just one and that 
no workingman ought to help thwart it? In a supplementary injunc¬ 
tion ill iR;.}, Jenkins, with the entire jiower of the United .States 
govi-rnnient bell in > him. orilcrcil the Northern Pacific employes not to! 
“ailvisi'," “recommend." or “order" others to Icax'c the coiiii>any's em¬ 
ploy. With this fircccdent it is easy for other federal judges to play 
the same kind of a trick, only siiitcel to local conditions and interests. 

There are laws ciioitgli against disturbances of the peace to 
amply guarantee the safety of the community and the individual resi¬ 
dents thereof against any overt acts of the striking Mulders—although 
as evcrylKMly must ailniit, the men have lK*have<l themselves in a splen¬ 
did manner, the city council even giving them a voie of cuiifidcnce, ami 
Milwaukee is proud of them—and there is no doubt that the foundry- 
men would have taken advantage of even the fir-t little opfiortunity 
to "get the law" against any moldcr who committed any iiiisdcincanor. 

Hut thi.s sort of protection discs not satisfy the employers. A 
strike is always unci|u.".l enough at best, it In-ing a contest lietwcen the 
stomachs of the working class and the (Micketbooks of the employers, 
hut the fouiidryiiien have discovered that that iiii'i|uality, favorable 
as it is for them, is not enough .so to win for them this particular 
strike. .So they projiose to drag the government into tcmjiorary and 
"non-jiartieiiiatiiig" jiartnership with them in ordei to break the liack- 
bonc of the strike. And a tlirce-lioiir conversation with a federal 

a e is usually enniigli to fix up the iiartnershiji agreement. It is a 
<)■ big jKiwcr to rest in the liatids of one luan. no matter if he is 
a judge, hut the Judges arc the government, it a|n>cars. in a good iiiaiiv 
instances, and that "consent of the governed” idea is a gooil deal of 
a fiction. 

•■kiid so.the men arc enjoined from going near the jircniises pf 
the Allis eomjiaiiy, from “jiicketing, guarding or hescitiiig the streets, 
alleys and a|)|)roaclics” to the jircniises of the comjiaiiv. from interfer¬ 
ing with the men brought here to fill their placn, from "going to tiie 
homes. Uiardiiig liou.ics, or jilaccs of haliitalion ol'cmjiloves or jicrsons 
seeking ciiijiloynicot with the object of cocrciiifror I’KP.SIj.NDIN’G 
any of such jiersons to leave the rmjiloyment of die comjiaiiy,” etc. 

Only alxiiit a week ago the strikers shijijseA Iwck East twenty 
vnmig men and Ikivs who had Iiccii brought to Milwaukee hv the 
foundrymen UNDER 1 -AI_SE PRIvTEN.SES to take the jilaces of 
strikers, under ajijirenticcshiji agreement. They fcatl been brought clear 
across tlic country from Providence, R. I. Wben they had the situa¬ 
tion here cxjilaincd to tliem they saw they had Aceii tricked and re¬ 
fused to go to work. The iounders were wrWhvtliat their miserable 
game liad Iiecn sjxiilcd, and SO THEY H.'WE FiXED UP A PART¬ 
NERSHIP WlTil THE GO\ ERNMEXT. through the kindness of 
Judge Quarles, under which the strikers will be disobeying the "law’^ 
(court-made, of course) if tlicy save other young men from being 
outraged in the same way. 

THIS IS THE CAT UNDER THE MEAL The foimdrymen’s 
national employment grab-net wants to be able to s.iy to the men-in- 
want it tries to iiersuai'e to come here "You will have no strikers 
bother you." Tliis makes it easier for the men to still their conscience 
for the sake of getting a job. Aiulbcsides the foundrymetr want to tell 
their own story of the local situation, without the strikers giving the 
other side. 

The law ought to protect young men from tlie false pretcr’es of 
employers who want to lure them across the continent to tlKir own in¬ 
jury. Ins'ead of that it steps in willingly to make easier the game of 
those who do liic luring. 

The Canadian f^vemment had to step in and put a stop to the 
rame of the Canadian employing printers wlw enticed printers over 
from England and did not let them know that they were wanted to 
fill strikers' places. 

But Canaila isn't a nation founiletl “to establish justice and in¬ 
sure domestic tranquility," you know!
